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This  duplex  design  is  the  next  best  thing  to  a  single- 
family  house.  It  works  equally  well  for  a  young  couple 
or  for  an  elderly,  retired  couple. 

The  two  identical  units  are  separated  by  a  concrete 
block   firewall   furred   with   gypsum   board.    This  wall 


separates  the  kitchen  area  of  each  unit  and  contains 
all   plumbing  for  the  service  core. 

The  entrance  leads  directly  into  a  compact  and  cozy 
living  room.  The  impression  of  openness  is  emphasized 
by  the  existence  of  a  sliding  glass  door  which  visually 
extends  the  living  room  onto  a  patio. 

The  kitchen  and  dining  nook  are  combined  for 
efficient  use  of  space.  The  kitchen  is  compact  yet 
contains  plenty  of  needed  storage  space  and  ample 
room    for    the    performance    of    daily    kitchen    chores. 

The  provision  of  a  laundry  nook  within  the  house 
near  the  rear  entrance  allows  for  the  needed  service 
without  having  to  go  outside.  The  utility  room,  ac- 
cessible from  the  outside,  is  also  a  storage  room  for 
gardening  tools  and  miscellaneous  articles  such  as 
lawn  chairs. 

The  duplex  is  a  slab-on-grade  construction  enclosed 
by  standard  2X4  stud  walls  and  capped  with  com- 
mercial-type engineered  trusses.  The  inclusion  of  the 
insulation  at  the  places  shown  is  necessary  to  keep  the 
duplex  well  insulated  and  prevent  energy  losses. 

An  alternate  method  of  construction  is  possible  using 
brick  veneer  construction  and  wooden  floor  joists  over 
a  crawl  space.  This  method  is  preferred  when  the  site 
is  excessively  moist. 
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Complete  working  drawings  maybe  obtained  from  the  extension  agri- 
culture engineer  at  your  State  university.  There  may  be  a  small  charge 
to  cover  cost  of  printing.
